BERLIN, May 1.—Nasis take

Europe’s Troubles Not 


Ended By Hitler’s Speech | 


Britain Officially Asserts 


LONDON, May 1.—Great Brit- 
tin maintained officially today 
that Chancellor Hitler's «peech 
Friday left Europe's troubles 
“much as they were.” 

The firmness of Britain’s aim in 
the current uncertainty was shown 
again in a summons to the cabinet 
to meet Monday and in the week- 
end attention given Soviet Russia.

EAGER FOR PACT 

It was reported reliably Lord Hal- 
ifax told the Russian envoy he was 
eager to concluae as soon as pos- 
sible the Anglo-Russian talks de- 
signed to add Russia to the anti- 
aggression bloc led by Britain and 
France. 

Russia has proposed a complete 
Anglo-French-Russian military al- 
liance which would contain specific 
commitments to guard against ag- 


gression not only in Europe but in 
the Far East. 

Britain accepted the proposal as 
a basis for discussion but has sug 
gested as a counter-proposal that 
Russia declare her willingness to 
help Britain, France and their al- 
lies “if, as and when those allies 
request help.”

The Music Festival 


Those who incline to the belief that 
interest in music has retrogressed in this 
city, should find solace in the fact that 
in the Edmonton and District Music 
Festival opening tomorrow there are 
nearly 500 entries. The district festival 
is to provide competitive musical events 
during the “off” years when the pro- 
vincial festival is held at Calgary and 
Lethbridge. That its worth is fully ap- 
preciated is evident from the large num- 
ber of entries. In these days when art is 
apt to be passed lightly by and when 
there is little public encouragement for 
young people continuing their musical 
activities, it is most gratifying that the 
competitive festival should draw such a 
large list of contestants. This shows con- 
clusively that many in this part of the 
country no longer look upon music as a 
luxury, but consider it a necessity and an 
integral feature of education. 

The festival is fortunate in having as 
is senior adjudicator Sir Ernest Mac- 
Millan of Toronto, whose personal attain- 
ments in music and the positions he 
occupies admirably fit him for giving 
adjudications that will be keenly an- 
alytical and helpful. The four festival 
days promise to be well filled with well 
worth while music. 


Boycott To Be Criminal 


It is to be made a criminal offence for 
an employer to refuse to hire a man or 
woman because he or she belongs to a 
trade union, or to dismiss an employee for 
that cause. Amendments to this effect are 
before parliament, with the backing of 
the Government, and will become law in 
due course. 

The prohibition may not be one 
hundred per cent effective. It will be 
possible for an employer to refuse work 
to a union applicant, or to dismiss a union 
employee, on some other alleged ground. 
But the onus will rest on the employer to 
show that the reason alleged was the real 
one, and if the contrary is established 
there are penalties prescribed for the of- 
fence. Fair-minded employers will obey 
the law. Others will have to resort to pre- 
tense to evade it, at the risk of the pre- 
tense being shown and punishment 
imposed. 

The principle involved is that men or 
women have a right to organize to protect 
their earning powers and secure fair 
working conditions. In practice the prin- 
ciple is generally recognized in Canada. 
The penalties threatened, and the risk of 
being branded a criminal, should help to 
secure its recognition by those who have 
hitherto boycotted members of trade 
unions. 


Birthday Oratory 


There are several ways to celebrate a 
birthday. Chancellor Hitler chose to com- 
memorate his fiftieth anniversary by 
listening to two days of flattering 
speeches from his henchmen. That should 
help him to remember the occasion, 
whether with pleasure or nausea depends 
on his appetite for praise. On that point 
the orators seem to have had no doubts, 
and went at the speech-making “all out.” 
Herr Goering appears to have outdone 
the others in his rhetorical grovelling. 
The Fuehrer, he said, had “found a new 
way” for the historical development not 
only of Germany, but “for that of 
Europe.” 

This may have sounded good to the 
Chancellor, if he was able to keep from 
smiling and recalling history, There is, 
of course, nothing new in the “way of 
Herr Hitler. It is the same old way that 
aggressors have trodden a!! down the 
ages. Herr Goering neglected to say 
where that path has always ended. 

Up until March it could be fairly 
claimed for Herr Hitler that he was fol- 
lowing a distinctive course in that he 
sought to incorporate expatriated German 
minorities within the Reich. But the 
forcible absorption of the Czech republic 
broke that tradition. The Czechs are not 
German; as the Ethiopians and the Al- 
banians are not Italian. The Fuehrer— 
like his partner — is now journeying the 
historic road of Genghiz Khan and Attila 
and Alexander and Caesar and Napoleon, 
the conquest of alien peoples,

the discussion shows, only because 
voluntary enlistment has failed to keep 
pace with rearmament. There is, it is 
stated, a shortage of 98,000 men from the 
numbers called for by the regular army 
and territorial establishments. This gap 
will be filled promptly by the new re- 
cruits. As a result it will be possible to 
man the anti-aircraft batteries day and 
night, “which is considered vital” at 
present.

Beyond this immediate result, the 
measure will assure the training in each 
year of a force as large as the regular 
army—the Old Contemptibles of war 
days. A further object, it was stated by 
the Prime Minister, is to stop the gibe 
that Britain is prepared to “fight to the 
last Frenchman”. Britain’s ally, and 
prospective allies, it is implied have been 
urging this assurance that Britain would 
“be there” on land as well as sea should 
the aggressors launch an attack on any 
member of the security pact. The measure 
is about the mildest type of compulsory 
service possible. It affects only men be- 
tween the ages of 20 and 21. It is, unless 
extended, to apply for only three years, 
and nobody can doubt that it will not be 
extended if the danger vanishes in the 
meantime. If the abandonment of volun- 
tary service indicates how serious the 
present situation is, the scope of the con- 
scription plan equally shows how Brit- 
ishers loathe the thought of curbing in- 
dividual liberty even in the face of 
national peril. 


Even the leaders of the Labor and 
Liberal parties, which opposed the bill in 
parliament, seemed rather reconciled to 
the inevitability of the temporary 
measure of compulsion; and Mr. Lloyd 
George voted for it. Necessity, not any 
urge to militarism, has brought conscrip- 
tion to Great Britain. 


It is rather hopeful news for the west 
that the Quebec Government proposes 
heavily increased taxes upon financial, 
industrial, transportation, and “ordinary” 
companies engaged in business in that 
province, and having their headquarters 
there. If the older provinces pile up taxa- 
tion upon corporations of these kinds, and 
the western provinces keep their taxation 
within bounds, some of the companies 
may transfer their plants and head- 
quarters to western Canada, which would 
help to establish equilibrium between 
agricultural and other interests and oc- 
cupations in these provinces.

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Current Comment 


Defining the Issues 


—From address made in Calgary Saturday by 
£. L. Gray, M.L.A., Alberta Liberal leader. 
Let me summarize for you the course of 

political events in this province since 1935. In 
the first place, there have been five by-elections. 
The first was caused by the elevation of the 
Liberal leader to the bench and was won by 
a Liberal in the City of Edmonton. The second 
Was caused by the death of the Liberal mem- 
ber for Grouard and was won by a Liberal for 
that constituency, The third was caused by the 
death of a Liberal member in Edmonton; with 
respect to it I desire to make a couple of special 
comments. It was my privilege to contest it. 
And I contested it as a Liberal, 1 was requested 
to allow my name to go before a Liberal 
convention in Edmonton; I did so and secured 
the nomination. The Conservative party held 
a nominating convention a few days later and 
decided not to enter the contest, and decided 
as well to support me against the other candi- 
dates, Contrary to a great number of reports, 
I did not seek election as a Unity candidate; 
as a matter of fact the Unity party did not 
exist at that time. It was officially formed in 
Red Deer in the early part of December-—some 
weeks after the by-election. On this point I am 
greatly indebted to the Calgary Albertan for 
an editorial of 2nd February last under the 
heading “Preserving the Record.” The Albertan, 
becoming aware of incorrect statements respect- 
ing the Edmonton by-election in which I 
participated, outlined the facts in its editorial 
and closed with this statement: “The Albertan 
has no interest in the political squabbles of any 
of the Alberta parties, internal or otherwise, 
but we have an interest in fair play and in 
keeping the record straight. 

“The Liberal leader has been called names 
for allowing People’s Leagues and Conservatives 
to support him in Edmonton. We do not think 
he deserves them. He made his position plain 
enough. He was completely honest. If the 
Leaguers and Tories continued to support him 
after his speech—which they did—that was up 
to them.” 

The fourth by-election was caused by the 
resignation of the Social Credit member for 
Lethbridge. We were instrumental in getting 
our Liberal group there to appreach other 
groups to secure the nomination of an Independ- 
ent and Dr. Campbell, the candidate, was 
elected. He later joined the Unity party, when 
it was formed. The fifth by-election was caused 
by the death of the Independent-Social Credit 
member for Athabasca. The Liberal party 
called an open convention in the Town of Atha- 
basca. t invited the co-operation of other 
groups, and it received that co-operation to such 
a degree that the candidate polled a vote forty 
per cent larger than was ever polled by a 
Liberal candidate in that riding before. He 
failed, however, to win the election. He failed 
because of the type of campaign waged against 
him—special road work, the use of civil servants 
for electioneering, and the usual promises which 
will never be kept—not because of lack of co- 
operation among those really opposed to the 
government. During the course of these by- 
elections, three other major political events took 
place. A new party was formed, known as the 
Unity par The United Farmers of Alberta 
decided to discontinue direct political action as 
an organizatio The Conservative party, to a 
considerable extent at any rate, decided not to 
take an active part in provincial politics, and to 
support the Unity party in a number of ridings. 


There is the course of events. What is our 
position with respect to it and with respect as 
well to coming events? 

In the first place, in June, 1937, we declared 
for co-operation with any or all parties wanting 
decent, soundly progressive government in this 
province. And we are staying with our declara- 
tion, We have no quarrel with any person or 
any party believing in those decent democratic 
pr 1 would be so welcome in a gov- 
ernment in Alberta. We have no quarrel with 
the so-called Unity party. We did object to its 
formation in the first place, because we believed 
that the formation of another party in the 
province was entirely unnecessary. We be- 
lieved at that time, and we still believe, that no 
party organized largely about the cities and 
carrying its propaganda into rural constituencies 
by a system of paid organizers can gain any 
major strength in Alberta public affairs. The 
people of Alberta have never been organized 
successfully by such means. 

But since it is formed we recognize it as a 
party just the same as our own, representing 
a certain section of Alberta thought. And we 
have no quarrel with it at the moment. How 
can we quarrel with it? We understand that 
its one and only principal plank at the moment 
is the defeat of the present administration; we 
want that defeat. As a matter of fact, we never 
wanted the present administration in there in 
the first place. 

When we declared for co-operation we also 
declared for the retention of existing party 
identity and for the right of our supporters in 
the various constituencies to decide a course 
Satisfactory to them; we referred to it as 
constituency autonomy. We are staying with 
that declaration as well. There are those who 
contend that all parties should disappear from 
the provincial field and that we should become 
merely a group of individuals getting together 
in some loose form of co-operation. We do not 
consider this the proper course to take: In the 
first place, it is weak and will almost surely 
meet defeat from a well-organized group; and 
in the second place we have not yet reached that 
stage of despair where we are prepared to cast 
our torch of responsiblty to someone else in the 
hope that he can carry it better than we can, 
Surely, both people and party organizations 
have a responsiblity in this matter; they should 
meet that responsiblity, not just “fold up” and 
“let George do it.” 

We have declared for constituency autonomy. 
We do not believe it possible for any central 
organization to direct effective co-operation in 
any constituency, and direct the course of the 
people in that constituency. No outsider can 
state who will co-operate in a community with 
which he is not intimately acquainted. We 
have lived too long in rural communities to 
think thet anyone can say with what other 
farmer any one particular farmer should co- 
operate. That must be decided by the persons 
whom it affects,

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The Passing Show

Do you know how Calgary came to get its 
name? Edmonton, of course, takes its name 
from that London suburb from whence John 
Gilpin, that “tradesman of renown” in Cowper's 
poem, made his famous ride. But Calgary might 
be of Indian origin. The authentic story is told 

in Sir Cecil Denny's poaghumous 
THE NAMING book, “The Law Marches West” 
OF CALGARY (Dent and Sons, Toronto), That 

distinguished public servant 
whom some will remember as police magistrate 
at Fort Steele, and many as Provincial Archivist 
in Edmonton, was present at the naming. 

A dashing young Englishman in search of ad- 
venture, Cecil Denny joined the newly-formed 
North West Mounted Police as soon as it was 
formed—the first man to enlist being Regimental 
Sergeant-Major A. H. Griesbach, who rose to be 
superintendent. Major-General Griesbach of 
Edmonton, a member of the Senate of Canada, is 
a son of the first member of the N.W.M.P. 

Denny was appointed Sub-Inspector and was 
one of the 300 to take part in the forced march 
across the plains from Winnipeg in the summer 
of 1875 to establish law and order among the 
nomad tribes, the half-breeds and the out-law 
white traders. It was an arduous march through 
new country, the men on their eastern mounts, 
hauling supply carts and nine-pounder field 
guns, Near the end of the two thousand mile 
march they were glad to rest on a pleasant spot 
near the clear-running Bow river, and build a 
fort. Of pine logs close together and sunk three 
feet in the ground it was to protect the men and 
horses against attack. 

What name should they give it? Several 
were suggested. “After many names had been 
discussed,” says Sir Cecil in his memoirs, “Col- 
onel Macleod mentioned an old castle in the Isle 
of Mull that once belonged to the Macleod clan. 
It was called ‘Calgary, and meant in Gaelic 
‘clear running water.’ This so appropriately 
fitted the waters of the Bow and Elbow rivers 
that it was immediately adopted by us all.” 
| That's how Calgary got its name. 


| The book is more than an exciting story of 
| adventures by the little band enforcing law in- 
| discriminately upon the redskin tribesmen, set- 
tling tribal differences and protecting the Indians 
from the frauds and extortions of white whisky- 


traders. It is an authentic record of the devel- 
opment of the western 
| WHEN THE LAW plains and of the northern 


MARCHED WEST forests. It tells of the Jong 
and difficult parley be- 
tween the chiefs of the Blackfeet, Bloods, Pie- 
gans, Sarcees and Stonies and the Commissioners 
—Governor Laird and Col. Macleod—to procure 
the Blackfeet Treaty of 1877. Until that was 
achieved no land titles could be granted. In re- 
turn for the many gifts and protections granted 
the Indians, they surrendered all title to their 
lands and became wards of the Government. 
Though there were angry threats and one 
wild war dance, the great pow-wow between the 
5,000 redskins and the little band of whites at 
the Blackfoot Crossing passed without a single 
| fatality. It was another of the episodes that filled 
the Americans with amaze. Accustomed at the 
| time to Indian uprisings and wars, they could not 
understand how a handful of riders in scarlet 
tunics could enforce order and authority. Sir 
Cecil ascribes the success to the moral authority 
achieved by unvarying justice. The Indians came 
to regard the red-coats as friends who would 
enforce their rights and afford them protection, 
while fearlessly carrying out their duties.

In his long career Inspector Denny saw Ed- 
monton grow from a place of a few cleared lots 
near the first Methodist church where Rev. 
George McDougall ministered. He saw it in 
1876 when Donald Ross was building a smal! 
hotel and Hon. Frank Oliver looked in, to return 
four years later with a small 
hand-press in a Red River 
| cart to print the first Edmon- 
| ton Bulletin—the first news- 
paper in what is now Alberta, Yet before the 

Mounties came there was a Catholic mission at 

St. Albert, where Father Doucet, new from 
France, was learning the Blackfeet language 
| preparatory to starting work among the tribes at 

Macleod, Little the young inspector dreamed in 
| those days, that years later, as Sir Cecil, he would 
be installed as Provincial Archivist in a great 
architectural pile within a stone's throw of the 
old wooden fort site. Old-timers will revel in 
the many references and details about the early 
settlers, 

Sir Cecil was fortunate that his memoirs were 
| entrusted to Mr. W. Blaisdell Cameron to edit 

and put into book form. Mr. Cameron lived 

through many of the events. An accomplished 
writer, his story as sole male survivor of the 
| Frog Lake massacre has been told in “On the 

War Trail with Big Bear.” He has furnished the 
| volume with maps and illustrations and a work- 
manilike index. 

Hon. A. C. Rutherford, Chancellor of the Uni-

| long official acquaintance with Sir Cecil, has 
| furnished a “Foreword” dealing with the cureer
